SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video slick depicts explicit male to female sexual activity and is intended or is 
likely to be made available to adult persons for the purpose of advertising a related 
video recording and sexual arousal. It is considered that the availability of such a 
publication to persons below the age of 18 would be disturbing and injurious to the 
public good. Therefore, the video slick is classified as objectionable except if the 
availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 18 
years. 

In regard to the submission of the importer it is noted that the recording and by 
implication the video slick is for commercial use and will be made available for sale 
from R18 adult shops. 

In considering the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act), it is noted that the 
right of the importer to receive this information (s.14 of the NZBR Act) is subject to 
such reasonable limits prescribed by law as can be demonstrably justified in a free and 
democratic society (s.5 of the NZBR Act). 
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
